“That we have knowledge of the in- 
fernal hardihood to which the unhappy, 
wretched Latoof El 
have arrived, in having dared to associ- 
ate themselves with that deceived man 
and deceiver of men, Bird, the Bible- 
man. They aid him in his object, and 
have brought him to Ehden against the 
severe prohibitions which we had before 
issued, threatening every one who oppos- 
ed our orders with immediate excommu- 
nication We, therefore, make known to 
all. that those sons of wickedness, Latoof 
El! Ashi, and his sons, together with all 
the rest of his family, both male and fe- 
male, except domestics, have fallen un- 
der the heavier excommunication; and 
now we, by the word of the Lord which 
is almightv, confirm upon them this ex- 
communication. They are, therefore, 
accursed, cat off from all Christian com- 
munion: and let the curse envelope them 
as a robe, and spread through all their 
members like oil, and break them in pie- 
ces like a potter's vessel, and wither them 
like the fig tree cursed by the mouth of 
the Lord himself: and let>the evil angel 
rule over them, to torment them day and

- loy them, or do them a favour, or give 

>m a salutation, or converse with them 

in any form; but let them be avoided as 

a putrid member, and as hellish dragons. 

Beware, yea, beware of the wrath of 
God. 

«« And with regard to Bird, and all his

Resolutions were passed to provide 
for the support of superannuated and in- 
firm Missionaries, and their widows and 
children ; a fund to be instituted for that 
purpose ; and the Prudential Committee 
were to lay the subject before the public. 

Information was communicated respect- 
ing the different stations of the American 
Board. 

At Bombay, the American Mission is 
in high esteem with the English popula- 
tion and public opinion is rising in various 
places in favour of instructing and evan- 
gelizing the natives. The press is circu- 
lating the New-Testament, school-books, 
tracts, &c. 
¢ At Ceylon, are five stations. The 
whale number of hopeful converts, as the 
fruits of this Mission, is 120, of which 100 
are living and in good standing. here 
are 93 free schools, containing 3380 boys 
and 942 girls. Total 4322. 

Western Asia. At Malta, the Mission 
press is doing much good, in connection 
with two others belonging to the Church 
Missionary Society. 

At Beyroot, there has been much oppo- 
sition tothe work of Missions. Ungodly 
Bishops, Patriarchs, &&c. have set them- 
selves in opposition to God and his cause ; 
but their power is limited by Him, who 
will confound their evil designs. 

Sandwich Islands.—The progress of 
this Mission is steady and encouraging, 
the opposition of visitors and foreign resi- 
dents notwithstanding. Ata general 
convention last autumn, laws against mur- 
der, theft, and adultery were unanimous- 
ly adopted. ‘The press is extending a 
salutary influence, and multitudes attend 
worship on the Sabbath. 

Indian Missions.— lhe Cherokees, the 
Chickasaws, the Choctaws, the Chero- 
kees of Arkansas, and the UOsages of the 
Neosho, still occupy the attention of the 
Board. With many of them, a happy 
success has followed Missionary efforts, 
whilst in reference to others, the good 
fruit does not yet appear. 

‘The next anniversary is to be held in 
Albany, the first Wednesday of October, 
1829 ; the annual Sermon to be preach- 
ed by the Rev. Dr. Alexander, of Prince- 
ton. 


Extract af a letter from Rev. David Thur- 
mun, to the Editors of the Brptist Re- 
corder, dated Nelson county, Sept 20, 
1828. 


The work of the Lord is still prosper- 
ing in the Perryville Church. I visited 
them again onthe Sth Sabbath in last 
|month; it was truly an interesting sea- 
ison. ‘The brethren opened a door after 
preaching, and six came forward and 
gave a relation of the exercise of their 
ininds, in the old Baptist style. I bapti 
zed them—which, if | am not mistaken, 
made forty-five baptized there, upon a 
profession of faith, since the settlement 
of their difference last March. 

The work of the Lord appears more 
powerfully felt by the Hardin’s Church 


four years, and can truly say, the Lord 
has been very precious to many dear 
souls, who have publicly professed that 
they have found him, of whom Moses in 
the law and the prophets did write, Jesus 
of Nazareth. 

The good work of the Lerd is still 
progressing in some of these Churches, 
though not with so great rapidity as here- 
tofore. I have great cause to rejoice at 
the general spread of the gospel in our 
State. Poor sinners are crying daily, 
come and preach among us; while we 
hear the common and frequent prayer of 
God’s children, ‘* Lord, send labourers 
into the vineyard, for the harvest is great 
and the laborers are few.” I have done 
but little else, when well, for four years, 
but try to travel and preach Jesus to poor 
sinners through these regions. I some- 
times feel I am almost worn out, but at 
other times, feel I have more work to do 
for my Master, and so long as he has 
work for me, I have nothing to fear, but 
my own wandering and disobedient heart 
of flesh——-but God has been victorious 
over that twenty-five years ago, in Ken- 
tucky. 


this place, I have baptized more or less 
every month: i do not think I missed 
more than four months in the time ; but 
our settlement was thin, and but a few at 
atime were baptized--I think not more 
than five at any one time.

The Woodstock Baptist Association met 
at Ludlow, Vt.

You may tell 
him all your griefs, and in his bosom pour 
all your sorrows. Are you oppressed ? 
he can, he will redress your grievances ; 
are you tempted? he can succour you ; 
—are you sick ? he can restore you ;—he 
will make your bed in your sickness ;— 
are you friendless? “he isa friend that 
sticketh closer than a brother.” A great 
proportion of your number, if not all, 
are poor. { would say to you, using the 
language of a poet; honor and shame, 
from no condition rise, act well your part, 
there all the honor lies.

fer my advice to you. Be strictly virtu- 
ous ;— Cultivate the strictest principles 
of chastity in your feelings,—conduct 
and conversation.

The loss of this principle is an irrepara- 
ble loss to the individaal, and to the com- 
munity. Let not your persons be con- 
taminated ;—let not your innocence be 
sullied by the ruthless touch of the lib- 
ertine ;—by the approach of the profligate 
and unprincipled.

Viewing it of great importance that 
every member of our denomination and 
candidates for the gospel ministry, in 
particular, should be well acquainted with 
the rise and progress of the Baptist 
Church, the compiler has undertaken the 
labour of collecting materials in order to 
give a condense and dispassionate history 
of it from the first ceutury of the chris- 
tian era. 

In the conclusion of this compendium 
the state of the Church during the first 
century, will be more particularly noticed. 
The compiler, (baving been educated a 
Pedobaptist, and feeling no small respect 
for that christian denomination,) sincerely 
hopes their feellinys will not be wounded 
by any remarks he may make on the sub- 
ject before him. And should any circum- 
stance, in the opinion of the reader, be 
expressed in terms too severe, he is re- 
quested to throw over it the mantle of 
charity It is hoped our Pedobaptist 
brethren will peruse the whole of this 
history with a spirit of inquiry, and with 
hearts open to conviction; and, should 
the balance of argument be in favor of 
the Baptists, they will not shut their eyes 
against the light, or hesitate to follow the 
Divine Redeemer even unto the watery 
grave if he requires it. And if after a 
faithful examination, every candid man 
does not behold * Tekel” written in legi- 
ble characters upon the face of every ar- 
gument in favour of sprinkling and infant 
baptism, we shall be willing to concede 
the poini at issue.

ble at Munster, (which they called Mt. 
_Zion,) and overcome the 
‘earth. Their leader fell in battle, with 
a hundred thousand of his followers, and 
his successur was taken and put to 
death.
